NEW SWINDLE WORKED

French lack, Ind., September 12.— - 
An attempt was made to blow up the 
Brown hotel here or to alarm its oc­ 
cupant-, last night, but no serious 
damage was done, and no one was 
injured, though the attempt created a 
great deal of excitement. 
About 11 
o'clock an explosion was heard, which 
awakened the people living in the vic­ 
inity of the hotel. 
The windows in 
the basement of the hotel and in the 
first story were shattered, and a few' 
bricks were knocked from the base­ 
ment window. 


It was first thought a stick of dy­ 
namite had 
been thrown

stories, it i- now believed a charge 
of loose jKiwder was placed on the 
ground outside the basement window, 
or that a bomb of some kind tilled 
with powder and wrapped with twine 
wa- thrown there for a scare.

it made a report much louder than if

About Advance Payments. 
The republican position as to ad­ 
vance payments from county treas­ 
urers was that the sta te s share of 
taxes when collected while arbitrarily 
payable at the semi-annual 
settle­ 
ments with the auditor of state, was 
from its collection an asset of the 
state. 
In this connection I digress in re­ 
ply to an article published 
several 
days ago in the Indianapolis Star, by 
a correspondent, who evidently with 
considerable unction rehearsed a crit­ 
icism by my successor, Governor J. 
Manly, in his inaugural address. 
In 
1904 the owners of $285,000 3 Vi per 
cent, bonds due in 1915 offered them 
to the state on a 3 per cent, basis. 
The state board of finance took up 
the question as to 
whether 
these 
bonds should be then paid and the in­ 
terest saved to the state for a period 
of eleven years, amounting to about 
$85,000. 
The payment of the bonds 
on the 3 per cent, basis was ordered. 
The wisdom of this transaction, and 
the accuracy of the estimates, are 
proven by the fact that the year, 1895, 
ended with a balance to the general 
fund of $283,998.84. 
The state saved 
$83,000 in interest by making the pay­ 
ment at that time, and the treasury* 
was not crumped for money during 
my successor’s administration. 
I submit this was the part of finan­ 
cial economy and wisdom, and would 
have been duplicated by any bank or 
financial agency 
in 
the transaction 
of its own affairs.

State Bureau of Inspection. 
For the alleged purpose of better­ 
ing the service and conditions sur­ 
rounding factories and employees, the 
state bureau of inspection was cre­ 
ated. 
The year 1910, was the last full 
year of the old department of Inspec­ 
tion, tke state labor commission and 
the state mine inspector. In that yeat 
year the cost of these departments 
was $29,918.55. 
The state board of 
inspection has not yet been in opera­ 
tion a full fiscal year and wre can only 
take the provision of the act as the 
basis of its cost. 
The act, true to 
democratic practices, provides for a 
big chfef, inspectors, etc., etc., with a 
salary list of $33,800 as a starter. 
There are fifteen assistants and three 
inspectors 
provided 
for, a total 
of 
eighteen men, whose all around duty 
Is to “inspect,” and these patriotic 
gentlem en with their traveling and 
incidental expenses will make an an­ 
nual additional expenditure of right 
at $50,000. 
The master purpose seem s to have 
been particularly *o legislate fourteen 
republicans out of office and m ake 
places for twenty-five democrats. 
County Local Option. 
There is no question in which the 
people of this state are today as deep­ 
ly and as vitally interested as 
the 
problem of control of the liquor trai- 
fic. 
In my last 
m essage to the legis­ 
lature, submitted nearly eight years 
ago, I called attention to the growing 
feeling among the people of the state 
that the liquor traffic should be held 
to 
a 
stricter 
accountability, 
and 
w’arned the liquor interests that per­ 
sistence in the course they had ap­ 
parently adopted would result in the 
rapid increase of that sentiment. 
In 
the light of what has since happened 
in Indiana that expression now seem s 
prophetic. 
Even the opposition party, 
subservient as it is to brewery control, 
w as driven two years ago from its his­ 
toric attitude against sumptuary leg­ 
islation to a declaration in favor of 
local option with the township and 
city as the unit. 
I submit that the ac­ 
ceptance of local option in any form 
is in itself a com plete justification of 
county local option— for there is but 
one logical unit of local government 
affecting an institution that must be 
dealt with by county officials, and that 
is the county unit. 
The theory that 
the farmer has no legitim ate interests 
in that wffiich exists at the county 
seat, where and for which in part he 
must pay his taxes, where he must 
transact much of his business, where 
his children must go, and from which 
they may come bearing the marks of 
the saloon upon them, is untenable. 
Even the law* written by the brewery 
attorneys for enactm ent by the last 
legislature recognizes the legitim ate 
I authority of the county by providing 
a county as well as a town and city 
license. 
The complaint is 
made 
that 
the 
liquor question, the saloon question, 
has no place in politics. I answer that 
the liquor Interests of Indiana put this 
question into politics, and they have 
kept it there. 
County local option was adopted as 
republican 
platform 
principle 
four 
years ago. 
A 
republican legislature 
placed a county local option law up­ 
on the statute beoks; 
a republican 
governor signed it. 
I believed t \ u 
years ago that the republican party 
should have the courage 
to coTrm nr* 


its own work to stand 
by 
what It 
had done. 
I declared m yself publicly 
I to this effect prior to the last republi­ 
can state convention. 
But at the re­ 
publican state convention of 1910 the 
influences in control 
of the conven­ 
tion abandoned this issue, and while 
endorsing every other important en­ 
actment of the 
republican 
party in 
: Indiana, treated this 
measure 
with 
significant silence. 
The republican 
party, for the first tíme in Its history, 
deliberately turned its back on an im­ 
portant part of the republican party. 
And it fell at the end of that cam­ 
paign, not as a shot, but shot in the 
back—running away from a responsi­ 
bility. 
If elected governor of Indiana, 
I 
shall, in fulfillment of this platform 
pledge of my party, endeavor to have 
restored to the statute books the coun­ 
ty local option law.

It has been seriously proposed in con­ 
gress to pension the soldiers of the 
confederacy.

says: 
“And we approve the policy of the 
southern states in granting pensions 
to 
the ex-confederate 
soldiers and 
sailors and 
their 
widows and chil­ 
dren.” 
Taken in connection with the deci­ 
sion of the third term candidate that 
his party will have nothing to do with 
the negro in the states where, in vio­ 
lation of the constitution, he has been 
disfranchised and reduced to a state 
of practical 
peonage— denying 
that 
the constitution follows the flag south 
of the Ohio, we see that instead of 
abandoning merely the name and not 
(he principles of historic republican­ 
ism, the third term candidacy stands 
for the leveling of the union soldier 
down in his claim upon the nation's 
gratitude to the same status as the 
eonfedorate soldier, and for the aban­

vouchers are sent to the pensioners 
and these must be executed before a

public. 
They are then re­ 
turned to the Indianapolis agency and 
the cheeks are later issued. 
Fiuler the new plan the cheeks will 
be received from the department at 
Washington and a notary public seal 
will not be required, 
The necessity 
ot appearing before a notary public 
was often a hardship for many of the 
pensioners a- some <»1 them are get­ 
ting old and feeble and were not phy- 
-¡call} able to hunt tip a notary pub­ 
lic. 
Fnder the present law, however, 
they could not receive their cheeks 
unless the vouchers were executed by 
the notary.

pits, which are frequ ently termed gla­ 
cial grav els on accou nt of their direct 
or indirect association with ice action, 
are qu ite widely distribu ted, and these 
hav e been and may be u sed to a 
greater or less extent in road improv e 
rnent. 
Du ring recent geological history of 
the eontlneu t the Atlantic and gu lf 
borders hav e been su bmerged at inter­ 
v als. 
The ocean has adv anced Inland 
a nu mlier of times. 
Du ring each of 
those periods of continental su bmer­ 
gence the harder rock remanent« along 
the Inner margins of the ocean’s ad 
v ance hav e been rou nded, worn down, 
deposited and redeposlted with v ary 
ing proportion« of sands au d loams 
and clays, thu s forming beds of grav ­ 
el, which are today av ailable for road 
bu ilding pu rposes. 
Grav el roads and macadam road- 
alike hav e often receiv ed sweeping con 
demnatlons as u nsatisfactory when the 
cau se of failu re was poor constru ction 
and not the character of the material 
u sed. The need of care in grading and 
drainage in the constru ction of mat ad 
am roads is being qu ite generally rec­ 
ognized. bu t u nfortu nately many am a­ 
teu r road bu ilders seem to think that 
grav el roads may be constru cted by 
simply piling grav el on the su rface au d 
leav ing It to la* packed by the passing 
traffic. 
In point of fact, the grading 
and drainage and other details in con 
nection with the constru ction of a 
grav el road shou ld be done with as 
mu ch care and thorou ghness as in the 
case of a macadam road. Moreov er, in 
the one case as in the other specifica­ 
tions mu st be adapted to v arying local 
conditions. Of cou rse, the grav el itself 
mu st be selected with care. That which 
contains a su fficient qu antity of bind 
ing material so that it stands as a v er­ 
tical wall when it is being excav ated 
is generally the best, for tlie reason 
that this same binding material will 
re-cement the grav el when u sed for 
road bu ilding. 
There are three Important qu alities 
which shou ld be possessed by road 
bu ilding grav el—hardness, 
tou ghu ess 
and cementing or binding power. Of 
these three qu alities the last is tin* 
most important. This binding qu ality 
is du e in part to the presence of oxide 
of iron, lime or ferru glneou s clay and 
in part to the angu lar shape and size 
of the pebbles composing the grav el 
Blu e grav el is u niv ersally conceded to 
be th» > best f« >r road constru ction, be 
cau se it is u su ally deriv ed from trap 
rock 
As the pebbles composing the 
grav el retain tin* characteristics which 
they formerly possessed as a part of 
the larger roek itself, it follows that as 
trap rock is considered an excellent 
material for road bu ilding, trap rock 
grav el shou ld occu py the same relativ e 
rank among the grav els. Limestone is. 
generally speaking, a soft rook, and 
consequ ently limestone grav el, which 
is qu it« * rare, will u su ally be fou nd 
soft and will wear rapidly. 
Qu artz 
possesses i mrUoaliy no binding powes 
althou gh it is v ery hard. 
Therefor« « 
grav el whh*h 
c o n ta i n s an exception 
ally large percentage <>f qu artz v*f 
prov e su ccessfu l, as It will fail ; 
sol Ida te u nless it contain« himiin, m a 
terlal. or u nless a good binder is au d si 
In order that th© materia! may bind 
readily the pebbles shou ld be angu lar 
and shou ld v ary In size so that the 
« mailer fragments may fill the v Utis 


tainod fro » stream-* is u su ally inferlor 
to pit grav el tor the reas< 
that tin* ac­ 
tion of the water has worn toe pebbles 
smooth and practically all 
the fine 
binding material has been remov ed by 
(he same agen y. 
Ev en if clay or loam 
is mixed with riv er or creek grav el the 
resu lt is not likely to be » is satisfactory 
as that obtained by the u se of pit grav ­ 
el. 
Fit grav el frequ ently contains too 
mu ch d a y or earthy matter, while riv er 
grav el may lone too mu ch sand. 
In 
su ch cases ir is sometimes adv isable to 
screen the grav el so as to eliminate the 
material wbi h is too fine or that which 
is too « oarse. 
The screen shou ld be 
simiiar to that which is u sed in pre­ 
paring material for a macadam road. 
In the handling of tHe grav el care 
shou ld he exercised not to separate the 
binding material from it. nor shou ld 
this binding material be allowed to 
settle to the b » ttotn in spreading the 
material ov er the road su rface 
it 
will often lie fou nd adv isable to spread 
a thin layer of su ch binding material 
ov er the su rface after the material has 
been distribu ted and rolled, and after 
this the su rface shou ld be sprinkl ’d 
and roiled again or else rolled while 
still damp from the rains. 
A large [» art of the grav el fou nd in 
Ha* Atlantic coastal plane is su fficient­ 
ly fine and u niform to render u nneces­ 
sary any assorting for road bu ilding 
pu rposes, bu t when the grav el, espe­ 
cially that which is to constitu te the 
su rface layer, contains large pci hies 
these shou ld be remov ed and either 
thrown aside or else raked into the 
fou ndation or recru shed. 
At least <K) 
per cent by weight of the grav el shou ld 
be pebbles abov e one-eighth Inch in 
size, and there shou ld be Tu> pebble« » in 
the bottom layer that will not pass 
throu gh a two and a half or three inch 
ring, and in the top layer th« *ro shou ld 
be no pebbles which will not pass 
throu gh a one and one-half inch ring. 
Not ov er 20 per cent of tin* mass 
shou ld be clay, and thfis shou ld be u ni­ 
formly mixed and shou ld contain no 
large lu mps. Ten or 15 per cent of clay 
produ ces better resu lts than 20 per cent. 
If tin* fou ndation or road lied is loose 
it shou ld be carefu lly rolled. 
It is 
qu ite as important to hav e a solid 
fou ndation for a grav el road as for a 
macadam road. 
Grav el will compact 
to abou t 8 0 per cent of its depth, loose 
measu re, prov ide« ] earth shou lders are 
placed on both si« l« *s of the road to 
prev ent 
the 
wasting away 
of 
the 
grav el on tin* sides. 
If grav el Is abu n­ 
dant, howev er, those shou lders mny he 
bu ilt of grav el Instead of with earth, 
or the road may be su rfaced with 
grav el from shou lder to shou lder. 
If 
tin* compacted depth of the grav el 
road is to be eight inches and tin* 
width twelv e f« *et it will take abou t
